Musical show is 

.more_than.limelight-

■TWIN FALLS - "0000." 
EEEE, 00000. EEEEE." 

The sound filled Ihe backsta(;e 
hallway In the ColleRc of Southern . 
Idaho's gymnasium. In a brllllanl 
green room, the Up With People 
cast was producing the eerie 
sounds as part of its pre-show 
warm-ups. Dressed In colors that 
would prevent them from ever 
being shot In Ihc woods, they were 
getting fired up for Ihc 1,200 or so 
Idahoans In Ihe audience. 

"All Ihc little kids you sang for. 
ail the acoustics, It all has to come 
together In your head and come out 
■ for those people out there," cast 
director Jeff Kinder tells his 
group. 

And soon, the cast of 78 yo[ing 
people from 14 countries hit Ihe 
stage and entertained the audience 
with music from Ihc '20s to the 'GOs. 
. After interviewing some of tlie 
cast members at intermission, you 
get the Idea that show business Is 
not what is going on here. 

"The show Is secondary," said 
Chris Adkins of California. "It's 
the experience of traveling and 
meeting people. We use the show 
as a' tool to build bridges between 
people." 

. ,.Karia.Ewerman, a Swedish cast 
member, echoed his reasoning. • 

"I Joined basically to' travel, 
mostly to learn about other 
cultures." she said. 

Just as all their answers were 
beginning to sound the same, and I 
was beginning to think, "Maybe 
they are clones," 1 was able to talk 
with Francis Boyle, a Canadian. 

Boyle said she -finished college 
and wanted to travclrso she Joined 
Up With People. "It's a oncc-ln-a- 
lifet Imc type thing," she said. 

Boyle also was the first member

But Blatchley said that two 
things make li worlhwhlle — 
community-Involvement groups 
that give cast members an oppor- 
tunity lo u'ork In the communities 
and living with families In the

"Some people are terrible, and 
you hope you never -sec them 
again." she said. "Some are fan- 
tasllc." 

She lauRhed v/hm I asked one of 
■he standard "dumb" questions: 
Do people Join Up With People to 
break Into show business? 

"Ninety percent of us hove never 
hecn on a stage bclore." she said. 
"If some one' Joins for Ihc lime- 
light, the staff makes sure they 
don't get it. It's not what it's all 
about." 



She said that ttie management 
doesn't exercise any overpowering 
social control over the cast.

RBgan: 
Deficit 
inl984 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
ftcagan conceded Friday he may not 
be able to keep his campaign promise 
- lo- balance Ihe budget-by 'l984 -and 
hinicd tax increases may be on Ihe 
horizon. 

Treasury Secretary Donald Regan' 
went even farther, saying flatly that 
the administration has abandoned the 
goal of balancing thpbudgel In 1984. 

Regan blamed! the predicted 
shortfalls through 1984 mainly on a 
combination of Inflation falling faster 
than expected, which cuts into 
Treasury rcc<!ij)ts, and interest rales 
thai "have remained unusually high, 
much higlier than history would have 
said they should have." 

It was clear, Regan told a news 
conference, that Congress would not 
deliver the budget cuts lo compensate 
for this. "Obviously wc don't think 
they can be achieved because we said 
we are going to run deficits in both 
■82,'8:i and now we're saying even 
'84." 

Regan predicled the 1984 budget 
would be "somewhere between" the 
1981 deficit of Just below S60 billion 
and a balanced budget. 

"It's very difficult to come lo grips 
with saying 'Will it be 30 (billion), will 
it be 40. will It be 50?,"' Regan said. 
But, he said, "I will say less than this 
year, going toward a balanced 
budget." 

The president said a balanced- 
budget remained Ihc administration's 
goal even If It cannot be achieved In 
1984. 

"I've never said anything but that it 
was a goal and the eventual goal." 
whether it comes then or whether it 
has to be delayed," the president told 
reporters before an hour and 40- 
minuic meeting on budget strategy- 
with Republican congressional lead- 
ers. 

Talking to reporters later on his 
departure for New" York. Reagan 
said, "There may be some delay." 
We'll know that down the road. Bui 
. that's still our goal and we think this' 
program will achieve It." 

Reagan is expected lo hold a news 
conference, probably Tuesday, 
discuss current budget and economic 
problems. 



Shelter homi^ to give up state license

TWIN FALLS - The owners of Tho 
Magic Valley Living Center, a iiheltcr 

home located -six miles southwest of 
"Twin Falls, will pivc up iheir slalc 
license, according lo an ogreement 
signed this week with the neportmenl 
of Health and Welfare. 

Owners Richard "Duff" and Cheryl 
Brown have agreed lo sell, lo.ise or 
tjrolhcrwlse disp(se of ih e center 
to a ' ' tola^lyTndcpondent ehll(y"T)v 
April 1, 

The center, houses about :tO elderly, 
or emotlbnofly disturbed or mentally 
retarded residents who do not require 
medical tare. 

Tuesday's agreement came after 
seven years of controversy Involving 
the center, which opened in 1972. 

An unannounced June :lo Inspection 
of the ccnEcr by the OHW found :«)

commended the center's license bo 
revoked, A hearing on Ihe license had

Court hears 'fishy! kidnap case

TWIN FALLS - The Idaho Supreme Courl heard argumenls 
Friday on an insurance company's request (or a rullnft to void 
Its liability In a case Involving rcfrlgcralcd cargo that was 
destroyed when a truck driver was abducted. 

At stake Is roughly ses.ooo worth of frozen fish that spoiled 
when the truck's refrigeration unit ran out of fuel during itie 
driver's elght^lay absence. 

The insurance company, The St, Paul Propertyiind Llobllliv 
insurance Companies, maintains its policy. Issued to Clark 
Transporation, did not cover such types of tosses. 

Fifth District Court Judge Tlieron Ward hid ruled otherwise, 
however. That decision was the subject of the appeal heard 
Friday, > 

The case was one of IS appeals argued before the high court in 
Twin Falls this week. The five Supreme Court Justices 
concluded Iheir Twin Falls term Friday, and they will return to 
Boise to deliberate the appeals before Issuing decisions later. 
' The insurancccompany'sappeal stems from the Sept,-}, I97H, 
abduction oftruck driver Russell Cooper at a restaurant near 
VIctorvlllc, Calif, Cooper, an employee of Clark Trans- 



portatlon, was driving a cargo of frozen fish from Buhl to Los 
Angeles. 

According to court records, his unidentified abductors held 
Cooper In the trunk of a car. Meanwhile, the truck was left 
abandoned. 

When he was later freed, Cooper found the truck's rcfrlgera- 
tton unit had run out of fuel and the fish had spoiled. 

Clark Transporation attempted to recover Its losses through 
the Insurance comphny, and in a ruling Issued on Nov. 2:1, 1979, 
Ward found that the insurance company was liable for the loss. 

In that ruling. Word ruled that the policy was ambiguous, and 
as such, the benefit of the doubt should be applied In favor of the 
Insured, 

Ward also based his ruling on tho view ttiat abduction of the 
driver constituted theft. 

But St, Pout lawyer J. Walter Sinclair argued that Ward's 
ruling was in error. 

The insurance policy was not ambiguous, he said, aiidinr^ that 
specific, rather than blankef coverage, was provided by the 
policy purchased by the trucking company. Usscs duo to 
spoilage were not covered by the policy, he said. 

Sinclair also took exception to Ward's determination that the 
abduction came under the broad doftnitlon of theft. '

RUPERT - Minidoka County 
sheriff's Deputy David Constantlneau 
was patrolllnft on Idaho 24, south of 
Rupert, late Wednesday night when 
he was passed by a sports car, moving

"This brown Trans-Am blew by me, 
— I don't know how fast. Must have 
been 130." Constanllncau said. "He 
had it tachcd-out.

Holm€sJ:akes

PITTSBUHGH (UPl) - World Box- 
ing Council heavyweiftlil champion 
Larry Holmes was one socond owoy 
Pridoy nifihl from loslng-a SIQ million 
payday. , • 

Holmes, who look on Renalcto 
Snipes as a tuncup. was almcsl given 
a complete overhaul by the cocky 
challenger when he was decked for 
the ninc-ccunl Inlhe seventh round. 

But Holmes recovered to score an 
lltti round technical knockout and 
retain his championship In their na- 
tionally televised fight. 
' Holmes Is now set for his $10 million 
payday with leading contender Gerry 
Cooney in March at Caesar's Palace 
in Las Vegas, Ncv. Cooney will have a 
tuneup fight with Joe Bugner in De- 
comber. 

— — AlUiough.-noorcd..in..the-.sevcnth 
round when Snipes suddenly landed a 
thundering overhand riglit. Holmes, 
who had dominated most of the early 
fight, finally got to the challenger G5 
' seconds into the llth round when he 
caught Snipes in his own corner and 
blasted away before referee Rudy 
Ortega jumped In to stop the on- 
slaught. 

Snipes and Ills corner protested the 
referee's decision vigorously and the 
challenger was so angered that he 
continued to Jab at Holmes when the 
two fighters were conducting post- 
fight interviews. 

As Snipes was escorted from the 
arena following the TKO. someone in 
the crowd reached out and slashed the 
challenger on the wrlsl and drew 
blood with a pair of scissors. He was 
taken to the hospital for treatment. 
. "They stole my fight, .they stole my 
figlit," said Snipes as he entered an 
ambulance. "They took 11 away from 
me." 

Snipes' manager, Nick Rcttenni, 
was livid, 

"Ilcnaldo was cut wilti a sdssors — 
it was accidenlal. He was cut on the 
left arm and he's going to the hospi- 
tal." said Retlcnni. "Snipes fouf^it the 
perfect figlit and it's a shame what (he 
referee did to him. It shouldn't haVe 
been stopped when he was never even 
luiockeddown. 

"Rcnatdo itncw Holmes couldn't 
hurt him. Give this kid his due 
because he deserves II." 

Trainer Jim Williams also was up- 
set. 

"I told him (Ortega) he had no 
business stopping ttie fight. He told 
mc It was his judgment and I told him 
I guess you did the best you coul(l. Get 
tt-straight -- 1 never said the fight 
should have been stopped." 

Rcttenni said Snipes was seething 
when Ortega stepped in to stop It. 



"Renaldo was screaming that IlieV 
sliouldla .stop.it^:-sald-Ucl loni. -i" Ho - 
kept saying "why did they stop it? Why 
didn't they stop it when Holmes went 
down." We told him to be patient, lo 
wear Holmes down and wc felt we 
wore going wtthtio win the fight; The 
manwasllrcd." 

Holmes agreed with referee's de- 
cision but said he was sorry the tight 
was slopped. 

"I think the referee did Ihc right 
thing." Holmes said, "but this is one 
lime I wish they would have let it go. I 
wanted to put him away. I wanted to 
close his mouth. 

"He didn't surprise me. I trained 
very hard but 1 didn't know how much . 
of a problem he would be. People Itcpl 
telling mc what an'easy fight II was 
going to be, but I didn't really know. 
The guy wanted to fight. 1 wish i could 
have finished it." • ■ - — 

Holmes was ahead on all three 
judges' cards before the llth round 
TKO. Judge Eddie Woods had it SG-Dl!. 
judge Spyder Bynum had it 97-91 and 
judge Tony" Castellano had It 96-91. 
UPI had it 97-92 [orHolmes. 

At the opening bell, Snipes began 
running as Holmes Jabbed and landed 
two quick' left hooks. It appeared 
Holmes would have an easy time with 
Snipes in the second and third rounds 
as he Jabbed and pul together combi- 
nations. 

In the fourth, however, Snipes 
started to go to Ihc Inside and 
bobbcd-ond-weavcd, making Holmes 
miss. 

Snipes began laughing at Holmes In 
the fifth, but the champion held the 
edge in both the fifth and sixth rounds 
tieforc the seventh-round knockdown. 

Holmes took control again in (he 
eighth round, jabbing the cocliy 
Snipes, who'talked to the champion 
througtiout most of the bout. 

In the lOth round, Snipes landed 
another overhand right that wobbled 
Holmes but this time the champion 
answered with brisk combinations. 

It.was the llth title defense overall 
- and the third this year - Tor 
Holmes, who ran his record to 'iM. In 
his Inst figlit, he scored a third-round . 
knockout of former heavyweight 
champion Leon Sptnks on June 12, 
hammering Splnks lo the canvas with 
a barrage of punches and forcing the 
challenger's comer to stop the bout. 

On April 11 ho went the distance 
with Canadian Trevor Berblck, stop- 
ping his record-lying knockout string 
In title defenses dt eight. 

Holmes, :i2, who used to work Ih a 
car wash, gained more notoriety when 
he stopped thrcG-timc heavyweighl 
champion Muhammad All In Oclober 
of 19ilO than in all his title defenses. 
The Raslon, Pa., native battered All 
at will throughout 10 rounds before 
All's comer slopped the figlil before 
the itth round.

As expected, fighters' reactions differ 

Snipes: 7 had the man knocked out' Holmes: 1 was more surprised than hurt' 



PITTSBURGH -lUPl) - While 
Renaldo Snipes made his way to a 
hospital with a scissors wound, an 
Insult added to injury following his 
llth round technical knockout at Ihc 
hands of World Boxing Council 
heavyweight champion Larry 
Holmes, the men in his corner 
agonized over a fighl they thought 
was slopped too soon. 

"How do we feel about it?" seethed 
Nick Rettfnl, Snipes' manager, of 
referee Rudy Ortega's decision to slop 
the fight at 1 :05 of the nth round after 
Holmes had Snipes In deep trouble. 
"How do I look like I feel? This was a 
championship fighi." 
^nipcs was not around loo long after 
tnb fight, but before he was laken to a 
hospital, he spoke about how he was 
robbed and then got into a jabbing 
duel with Holmes as the two were 
being interviewed on national televi- 
sion. 

"No way they should have slopped 
the fight," said an angry Snipes. "It's 
not right, it's not riglit. I had the man 
knocked out. When I hurt him why 
didn't they stop the fight? I could be 
the champion of the world. I had this 
man,' They stop it when he hits mc 
with a good shot and what happened 
when I hit him? It's not right." 

At that point, Holmes appeared to 



bo interviewed and began saying that 
Snipcs.was awkward and "11 took me 
a little while to get adjusted." Then, 
after Holmes appeared to ask Snipes 
lo quiet down. Snipes moved loward 
Holmes and began jabbing at him. . 
Holmes responded before Snipes was 
escorted out of the arena by his 
cornermen and police. While he was 
being led out, ho was cut by a fan with 
a pair of scissors. 

"He was accldcntly pushed Into a 
fan wielding a pair of scissors," said 
one of Snipes' handlers. 

Jim Williams, a minister who 
raised Snipes as a youth and is now his 
trainer, had a few words for the 
referee. 

"I told him he had no business 
stopping the fight." said Williams. 
^'Hc said 'It was my Judgnicnl.' Then 
I said. 'You did the best you could.' 
Whatelsecouldlsay?" 

Snipes, in losing his first decision in 
2:) professional fights, shocked the 
champion with a riglit hook to the chin 
and sent him straggering to the 
canvas. It was that knockdown thq.1 
addod. to Snipes' anger as he left the 
ring. 

"Ho was screaming, 'Why did ho 
stop It, why didn't he stop It when I 
floored him?"" said Williams. 



PITTSBURGH (UPI I - World Box-,, 
ing Council heavyweight champion 
Larry Holmes, who successfully de- 
fended his title with an llth round 
technical knockout of Itenaldo Snipes 
Friday nighl. said he was disap- 
pointed that refercd Rudy Ortega 
stoppod the fight. 

"This was one time I didn't want the 
fight lo be slopped," Holmes said. "1 
wanted to lake htm out for Ihc count. I 
wanted a knockdown. But the rcfcrco 
made Ihc riglit decision because If it 
had gone on he (Snipes) could have 
been hurt really bad." 

Althougli Holmes didn't come right 
out and say so. it was likely ho waS' 
looking for a knockout In order to 
avenge the embarrassment of lotllng 
Snipes knock him to the canvas In tho 
seventh round with a vicious right lo 
the side of the head. 

After Holmes look the punch, he 
stumbled, hit his head on the corner 
ring post and held on to the ropes. 

Going down to the mat. the look on 
Holmes' face was more of shock than 
of pain, and Holmes said that was 
cxactiyhdw'licfell. 

"1 wasn't hurt." he said. "I was 
more surprised than hurl. He got mo 
in tho back of the head so I was 
surprised. Ho actually got mc behind 
the ear. I was a lllllc blurry but I knew 



where I was and I knew what I wanted 
lodo." 

Holmes had been knocked down In 
previous fights and he said the 
knockdown punches thrown by Eamie 
Shavers and Kevin Isaac were more 
damaging, [ 

Snipes taunted Holmes through the 
middle rounds, laughing and telling' 
him he was going lo take the title with' 
a knockout. Tho words were music to 
Holmes' cars. 
' "I didn't work really hard at the 
beginning of the fight ; I wanted him to 
get some confidence," he said. "I let a 
guy get confidence and that's when ho 
makes mistakes." 

In fact, Snipes missed several op- 
portunities to land blows during the 
timeouts he took for gloating and 
raising his arms in a show of victory. 

Holmes said he considered Ihc fight 
a tuncup for a March bout with No. l 
contender Gerry Cooney. 

"I was having sone fun, playing his 
game," said Holmes. "I was kind of' 
practicing my trade and just trying to 
keep up." 

Holmes said he had anticipated 
Snipes lo pose some problems, "but I 
Just didn't know what kind. He was 
awkward and a little stronger then I 
anticipated."

With three weeks left in the college 
football season, only four major 
teams boast perfect records and that" 
list could be reduced by one today If a 
pair of green youngsters from North 
Carolina can once again perform like 
seasoned veterans. 

Scott Slankavage, a sopliomorc 
quarterback, and Ethan Horton, a 
freshman running back, performed 
exceptionally well for ninth-ranked 
North Carolina last week wlien the 
. Tar Heels beat Maryland but this 



week they face . an even tougher 
assignment against third-ranked 
Clemson. 

First place in the AJ[anlic ^oast 
"Conference will be" al stake when 
North Carolina and Clemson square 
off at Chapel Hill, N.C., and. if the 
Injury-riddled Tar Heels are to move 
the ball against the powerful Tigers, 
Slankavage and Horton will have to 
perform the way they did against 
Maryland.

He could be sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 

He also pleaded guilty to a similar 
charge Involving a patient In Ohio, 

Donehue has remained in the 
Jerome County Jail since Sept, 29, 
when he was dismissed from a 
treatment pixigram at Ihc Utah State 
Hospital in Provo, He had been placed 
in that program after Ward opted to 
delay sentencing for up to 'iVj years. 

Apparently, Utah Slate Hospital 
officials concluded that the former 



-Jerome doctor suffers -from more 
complex psychologleardisordere than 
was originally believed. 

And on the basis of that conclusion, 
Fuller has been attempting to secure 
another treatment program for (he 
defendant. ^ 

Bui that's proving lo be an 
extftmcly difficult tbski the lawyer 
. conceded this week in J'lftb.Dlslrict-.. 
Court after Ward said that some final 
action would be taken by Nov. 17. 

For one thing, more than one 
Judge's approval is required. Fuller 
said. Donchue's sentence of three to 10 
years In the Ohio State Penitentiary 
has be<:n stayed pending action In 
Jerome County. 

"Let's face It. Both courts have got 
to be assured that this Is a long-term^ 
troatment program with security ar-.T 
rangcments; that my client cannot be 
released," Fuller said. "He can't be 
free to move about." 

Fuller said he's exploring the possi- 



bility of placing Donehue at a treat- 
ment center In Dayton, Ohio. But to do 
that. Fuller said he niay have to 
obtain an agreement from Oiilo of- 
ficials to withdraw Donchue's convic- 
tion. . 

"Evidently, this particular facility 
doesn't take already convicted peo- 
ple, but it takes Ihem for long-term 
analysis." he said, "l may have to 
procedurally reverse what I've done 
back there. I don't even know If il can 
bo done." 

Aside from hopes of rehabilitation. 
Fuller says he's concerned about the 
danger Donehue could face In prison. 

'"People who are accused of this 
crime, in joil, don't fare well at all. 
They're usually abused sexually and 
almost always abused pliysicaliy by 
. dlher T.prisonersrTr-he-sniil.-r-'.'Thai- 
6een[>s„to be one crime that even 
Inmates In a penitentiary Will not 
accept." ' 

Jerome County Prosecutor William 



' Dalllng says he is willing lo support 
Fuller's attempts, provided any pro- 
spective treatment program meets 
his concern that the treatment be 
long-term and sicuctured. ^Dalllng 
says he wants some assurance that 
such a program would provide "com- 
pletely in-house treatment which Is 
similar to incarcerat Ion." 

''My preference is. if he can be 
rehabilitated, that we'll do whatever 
He can lo r^abUllate him, Althoufth I 
don't want him rehabilitated In six 
months and then back practicing 
medicine. 1 think the only thing that 
would be acceptable to us would be 
something long lcrm that can show 
permanent results for Ihe man."
